The  generator  was  needed  in 
the  BYU  research  program  on 
the  third  stage  of  the  Minuteman 
intercontinental  ballistic  missile.

When  the  regular  vote  count- 
ing ended  last  week,  Kennedy 
had  the  state  by  a narrow  35,- 
455  votes,  according  to  the  Un- 
ited Press  International  tally, 
and  by  35,193  votes  on  the  Sec- 
retary of  State’s  semi-official 
tally. 

BASED  ON  AN  estimated  230,- 

000  absentee  votes  expected, 
mathematicians  figured  Nixon 
needed  57.7  per  cent  of  the  ab- 
sentee votes  to  overcome  Ken- 
nedy’s lead. 

With  half  of  the  absentees 
counted,  all  outside  of  Los  An- 
geles', Nixon  had  68,138  of  the 
absentee  votes  to  Kennedy’s  46,- 
720  votes — or  59.32  per  cent. 

NIXON  HAD  gained  21.318 
votes,  acording  to  the  UPI  fig- 
ures, and  still  trailed  Kennedy 
by  14,037  votes  with  the  absen- 
tee tally  completed  in  33  of  the 
58  counties  and  partial  tallies 
from  23  others. 

Los  Angeles,  which  has  35 
per  cent  of  the  state’s  absentee 
vote,  went  to  Kennedy  by  42,- 
547  votes  in  the  regular  count- 
ing— a narrow  margin  compared 
to  the  county’s  total  vote  of  2.6 
million. 

THE  ABSENTEE  vote  of  two 
strong  Republican  counties  — 
Orange  and  San  Diego  — also 
was  largely  outstanding.

Unbeaten  Missouri  Tops  Po 


NEW  YORK,  Nov.  15  (UPI)— 
Missouri,  needing  only  a win 
this  Saturday  to  complete  a per- 
fect season,  seized  the  No.  1 spot 
in  the  weekly  major  college 
football  ratings  by  the  United 
Press  International  board  of 
coaches  today  as  the  field  went 
into  the  home  stretch. 

COACH  DAN  Devine’s  Tigers 
ran  their  record  to  9-0  last  Sat- 
urday by  crushing  Oklahoma, 
41-19,  and  thus  were  in  position 
to  grab  .the  top  ranking  when  it 
slipped  from  the  hands  of  Minn- 
esota— a 23-14  loser  to  Purdue. 

Missouri  now  needs  only  to 
beat  Kansas  this  Saturday  to  fin- 
ish its  perfect  season,  clinch  the 
Big  Eight  championship  and 
earn  a trip  to  the  Orange  Bowl 
for  the  second  straight  year. 

MISSISSIPPI,  unbeaten  but 
tied  once  in  nine  games,  moved 
up  to  take  over  the  No.  2 spot 


vacated  by  Missouri  while  Iowa, 
which  sank  from  first  -to  sixth 
last  week  after  its  loss  to  Min- 
nesota, rebounded  back  as  far 
as  No.  3 this  week. 

Ohio  State,  third  last  week, 
took  a 35-12  beating  from  Iowa 
and  that  set  the  stage  for  a gen- 
eral advance  by  other  teams. 
Minnesota  dropped  from  first  to 
fourth  and  Washington  held 
steady  at  No.  5,  but  after  that 
Duke  took  sixth,  Navy  seventh, 
and  Arkansas  eighth  in  advances. 
Ohio  State  fell  to  No.  9 and  Au- 
burn crashed  into  the  elite  group 
at  No.  10. 

OF  THE  35  FAMOUS  coaches 
who  comprise  the  UPI  board — 
five  from  each  of  the  seven  geo- 
graphical sections  of  the  nation 
— 22  selected  Missouri  for  first 
place.  Devine’s  Tigers  also  re- 
ceived seven  votes  for  second, 
one  for  third,  two  fourths,  two 


fifths,  and  one  eighth.  All  told 
their  point  total  was  320  a far 
cry  from  the  record  347  posted 
by  Minnesota  last  week  but  a 
36-point  margin  over  runner-up 
Ole  Miss. 

Of  the  13  first-place  votes 
missed  by  Missouri,  Mississippi 
bagged  five,  Iowa  four,  Minn- 
esota two,  and  Duke  and  Navy 
one  each. 

U.C.L.A.  advanced  to  the  sec- 
.ond  10  in  the  No.  11  slot,  fol- 
lowed by  Michigan  State,  Kan- 
sas, Rice,  and  Baylor.  Utah  State 
and  Alabama  were  tied  for  16th, 
Florida  and  Yale  tied  for  18th, 
and  Pittsburgh  and  New  Mexi- 
co State  tied  for  20th. 

Missouri  must  hold  onto  the 
No.  1 berth  for  two  more  weeks 
in  order  to  gain  the  national 
championship.  The  final  weekly 
ratings  for  the  1960  season  will 
be  compiled  after  games  of  Nov. 
26.  An  ominous  note — Missouri 
is  the  fifth  team  to  lead  the  rat- 
ings this  season,  following  Syra- 
cuse, Mississippi,  Iowa,  and 
Minnesota.
